he was counting weapons whose withdrawl 
Moscow had announced earlier.

Doctor defends

A doctor in a suburb of Detroit says he 
connected a woman suffering from 
Alzheimer’s disease to a homemade suicide 
device Monday and watched as she pushed a 
button and died. 

Dr. Jack Kevorkian said Tuesday that this was 
the first time he had used his invention, which 
he unveiled last fall in a series of newspaper 
interviews around the country. 

He said that Janet Adkins, who lived in 
Portland, Ore., got in touch with him as a result 
of the publicity and that he first met her last 
weekend at a restaurant near his home in Holly, 
Mich. He said he explained the procedure to 
her at dinner and decided she was alert enough
